out with siH-h clearness that there can bo no 
mistake as to their nature. The summinB 
up is as follows: 


"Your cornmitteo find that the resigna- 


tion of Gov. Ames was affected by a body of 
men calling themselves tho Legislature of 
tho state of Mississippi by measures un- 
authorized, and ho is by right the governor 
of that state." 


"The evidence shows that tho state of 


Mississippi is at present under the contrpl 
of political organizations, composed largely 
of armed men, whoso common purpose is 
to deprive tho negroes of the free oioreiso 
of the right of suffrage and to establish and 
maintain tho supremacy of tho white lino 
democracy in violation alike of tho Constitu- 
tion of their own Btato and of tho Constitu- 
tion of the United States."

republican form of government to every 
state will require tho United States, if thoso 
disorders increase, or ovon continue and if 
iinld mn«suros shall provo inolToctual, to 
remand tho state to a territorial condition 
•nd through a system of public education 
and kindred means of improvement, clmngo 
tho notions of the inhabitants and recon- 
struct tho gomnmnnt upon a republican 
basis.
